There is “just a shade” over 200 school 
children in the school district of Sierra 
Madre, according to the tabulated re¬ 
turns of Census Marshal Mead. The 
exact number is 201, of whom 200 are 
white and one colored. 

That the boys are decidedly in the 
majority is also shown, the total num¬ 
ber of boys between the ages of 5 and 
17 years being 112, with but 89 girls. 
The number of children under five 
years of age is 75. Eighteen school 
children have not been vaccinated, 

The statement of nativity shows the 
American born children in overwhelm¬ 
ing majority. Of the total of 276 chil 
dren not over 17 years of age, but eight 
are foreign born.
